Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5, 8 and 20-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 5, 8 and 20 are allowed for reasons as stated in the previous Office action dated 
September 22 nd , 2006. 
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The prior art of record neither teaches nor reasonably suggests a cathode circuit for an 
imaging tube having at least one voltage clamping device coupled to a first set of high voltage 
elements between a receptacle and a terminal board, and further having at least one voltage 
clamping device coupled to a second set of high voltage elements between the terminal board 
and a filament, where the first set of voltage elements couple the receptacle to the terminal board, 
and the second set of voltage elements couple the terminal board to the filament, as required by 
the combination as claimed in claim 21. 

Claims 22-27 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

The prior art of record neither teaches nor reasonably suggests a cathode assembly for an 
imaging tube that has at least one voltage clamping device coupled to a first set of high voltage 
elements, and further having at least one voltage clamping device coupled to a second set of high 
voltage elements, where the first set of high voltage elements are part of a cathode post, and the 
second set of high voltage elements are part of a cathode cup, where the cathode cup is coupled 
to the cathode post, as required by the combination as claimed in claim 28. 

Claims 29-33 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
